Elderly To Be Ousted From Valley Homes

O ne-third of the nursing home 


and convalescent hospital pa­ 


tients in Pom ona V alley—those 


on Medi-Cal — m ay be forced 
out within 30 days due to Gov­ 
ern o r R eagan’s cutbacks in that 
program . 
The 10 p er c e n t cutback, 
which becam e effective Dec. 15, 
very, definitely is being felt in 
this area, 
said an officer in 
the San G abriel Valley C hapter 
of the C alifornia Association of 
N ursing Homes. 
A lready it has caused t w o 
hospitals 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
to 
close, putting out 200 elderly 
patients. “ We cannot m ake it,” 
said one hospital owner. “ Our 
expenses a re g reater than our 
revenue.” P atients w ere t o l d 
C hristm as Day they had until 
Ja n . 1 to move.

Those asked to move m ay run 


into the thousands in Pom ona 


V alley w here som e 50. hospitals 


w ith 4,500 beds are m em bers 


of the nursing home associa­ 


tion, and an alm ost equal num ­ 
ber a re not. 
E stim ating 
a total of 9,000 
patients, th a t would m ean som e 
3,000 f o r c e d to find 
other 
“ hom es.” 
One 
hospital owner 
in 
P o ­ 
m ona said 
his cost p er day 
per patient w as $14.80. “ We had 
been receiving only $13.53 per 
day from Medi-Cal before the 
c u t .................With 10 p er cent 
less than th at we just cannot 
do it.” Full-pay patients have 
been absorbing the difference. 
A $1.27 per patient p er day 
loss m ay seem insignificant, but 
in a 300-bed facility w here one- 
third the patients were on Medi- 
Cal it could add up to m ore than

a $100-a-day loss. 
“ I think Gov. R eagan m ust 
hate old people,” said one nurs­ 
ing hom e ad m in istrato r. “This 
cutback definitely shows a lack 
of study and a lack of under­ 
standing of w hat it is doing to 
the old people.” 


Gov. 
R eagan 
launched h i s 
crash econom y program cutting 
10 p er c e n t across-the-board 
from p a y m e n t s to doctors, 
hospitals and p h arm acies f o r 
health services to the poor on 
Dec. 2. 


“ The law requires th at Medi- 
Cal operate w ithin budgeted ex­ 
penditures,” he explained. Al­ 
read y a $90 m illion deficit in 
w elfare and Medi-Cal e x i s t s 
this 
fiscal y ear and is 
‘now 
seriously 
jeopardizing 
Califor­ 


n ia’s fiscal b alan ce,” he said. 
The cuts, he claim ed, would 
trim Medi-Cal spending by $115 
million. 
Gov. 
R eagan 
said the cut­ 
backs w ere “ tem p o rary ,” b u t 
would be in force until the state 
can reform the Medi-Cal pro­ 
g ram so th at its costs “ do not 
continue to spiral out of con­ 
tro l.” 


Locally, m en and women who 
talked about repercussions of 
the cutbacks asked not to be 
identified b e c a u s e of their 
professional code of ethics. 


But w ithout exception t h e y 
w ere concerned and they talked. 
T hree w eeks ago one large 
nursing hom e corporation 
an­ 
nounced publically it would not 
a c c e pt Medi-Cal patients be­ 


cause of the cutbacks, said one. 
Two large convalescent hos­ 
pitals, one on Pom ona and one 
in M ontclair, have filed bank­ 
ruptcy, the spokesm an for the 
nursing home chapter said. 


“ We have been working un­ 
der /the new rules and regula­ 
tions alm ost three weeks now,” 
he continued. “The financial sit­ 
uation will become m ore intense 
as the days go by. The next 
30 days will be decisive.” 
“ Most people working in the 
field of caring for the elderly 
pride them selves on giving good 
care, and have built reputations 
not only in the com m unity but 
in the health-care profession. 


“ Now this will suffer,” said 
the association officer. “ This is 
the last thing in the world we 


w ant to happen.” 
He said first cutbacks, of nec­ 
essity, a re am ong the staffs, 
w ith those who rem ain being 
overw orked. Second cutbacks in­ 
volve the reduction in the n um ­ 
b er of patients accepted. 
“ The point being overlooked 
is th at the patients are the ones 
being hurt the m ost,” said the 
chapter officer. “ If they a r e 
forced out of nursing and con­ 
valescent hospitals, m any m ust 
be m oved to state or other facil­ 
ities. 
The 
fact 
rem ains, 
too, 
th at for m any just moving is 
a trau m atic experience.” 
In m any cases, the elderly 
reg ard the hom es and hospitals 
as their hom es. They do not 
consider them selves hospital pa­ 
tients. 
Men and w o m e n involved 
as ow ners and adm inistrators 
acutely realize the dire finan­ 
cial situation created by t h e

Medi-Cal cutbacks, “ but I really 


don’t think the elderly or their 


fam ilies do,” said one adm inis­ 


trato r. 


“ Financially it is really go­ 
ing to hurt them . The people 
in the State D epartm ent of Pub­ 
lic H ealth said th at on June 1, 
1971, t h e r e would be adjust­ 
m ents m ade in the Medi-Cal 
program . 


“ But if you listen to Gov. 
R eagan you know that he has 
talked of abolishing the 
pro­ 
gram with no replacem ent.” 
“ I am deeply concerned, not 
only for myself, but for my pa­ 
tien ts,” said one official. “ We 
cannot give good care without 
good people on our staff.” 
Another m an in the field put 
it a different way. “ It’s just 
a case of going bankrupt slow 
or fast,” he said. ‘Som ething’s 
got to give.”

Sunday that 53 colleges and universities—two of the 
C larem ont 
colleges 
am ong 
them —w ith 
extensive 
stockholdings in oil and utility com panies use their 
corporate m uscle to m ake “ changes in public policy 
which are beyond the reach of public officials.” 


Officials at the two local institutions, Pom ona 
College and C larem ont U niversity C enter, w ere un­ 
available 
for com m ent concerning 
the senator’s 
request. 


The M ontana D em ocrat said in a statem ent the 
schools control nearly $1 billion in voting stock of 
energy com panies. 


These are the C alifornia.cam puses which M etcalf 
said are included in a report he plans to insert in 
the Congressional Record Monday: 


California Institute of Technology, U niversity of 
C alifornia, Pom ona College and C larem ont U nivers­ 
ity C enter of the C larem ont Colleges. 


The practices and policies of oil, gas and electric 
com panies, he said, “ m ore than any other segm ent 
of our society, lead to the concern over envronm en- 
tal protection, health and safety, equal em ploym ent 
opportunity, econom ic concentration and overpric­ 
ing.” 
He 
said 
adm inistrators, 
alum ni, 
students 
and 
m em bers of the faculties “ could perform m onum en­ 
tal services to their country at a critical point in its 
history by redirection of the voting power of uni­ 
versity stock in energy corporations.” 


M etcalf said 53 schools on his list hold 24,256,904 
shares— valued at $905,567,998 as of Dec. 5—in a 
total of 161 oil com panies, and electric and gas uti­ 
lities. 
This does not include 2,062,718 shares in energy 
corporations— valued at $62,996,775 at the end of 
1969—held by H arvard U niversity’s State Street In­ 
vestm ent Corp., he added. 


Including the State Street funds, he added, univer­ 
sities control m ore than 4 per cent of the votes in 
Middle South U tilities, the New York holding com ­ 
pany which controls A rkansas Pow er & Light, Loui­ 
siana Pow er & Light, M ississippi Pow er & Light, 
and New O rleans Public Service, 


Standard Oil of New Jersey, he said, attracted the 
l a r g e s t 
u n i v e r s i t y 
investm ent, 
dollar- 
w ise -$ l 29,245,370. 
The U niversity of Chicago and U niversity of Mis­ 
souri declined to reveal their investm ent portfolios, 
he said, while Stanford and Rice U niversities fur­ 
nished the ones they have but asked the contents 
not be published. 
“ U niversities and faculty m em bers who are too 
closely tied to corporations tend to behave like pub­ 
lic servants who get into that kind of a box,” he 
said in a statem ent. “ They don’t ask or answ er the 
questions that need frank and full replies.

By Reagan 


Governor’s Aide 
Says CRLA Fails 
To Serve Poor 


SACRAMENTO (A P) — Gov. 
R eagan vetoed Saturday a $1.8 
million federal grant 
for the 
coming y ear for operation of 
California R ural 
Legal 
Assis­ 
tance Inc. — the antipoverty 
agency designed to give legal 
aid to the poor. 
It is a statew ide, nonprofit, 
private 
law 
firm 
founded 
in 
1966 and funded by the federal 
Office of Economic O pportunity. 
It provides free legal aid to the 
poor, particularly to farm w or­ 
kers and others in the state’s 
rural areas. 
R eagan accused the group of 
attorneys cf “ gross and delibe­ 
rate violations” of federal regu­ 
lations and said it failed to rep­ 
resent the true legal needs of 
the poor. 
The veto was sent by tele­ 
gram Saturday to F rank Car- 
luccl, d irector of th<> U. S. Of­ 
fice of Economic O pportunity, 
who can override the Republi­ 
can governor’s rejection of the 
program . 
CRLA is a private firm of 
law yers who has battled R ea­ 
gan alm ost throughout his term 
on co n tro v ersé! issues such as 
w elfare and Medi-Cal cutbacks. 
Its funds come from OEO, the 
federal antipoverty agency. 
The chief aim of CRLA has 
been 
helping 
C alifornia 
far­ 
m w orkers and other ru ral resi­ 
dents, but som e of its “class 
action” law suits have had much 
broader effects — forcing the 
R eagan adm inistration to res­ 
cind several efforts to cut Medi- 
Cal aid. 
R eagan had been given until 
Dec. 29 to approve or veto the 
funds 
for 
CRLA, 
created 
in 
1966, but OEO advised the gov­ 
ern o r’s executive secretary , Ed­ 
win M esse III, this week that 
word had to come no later than 
Saturday. 
Mee.se said the R eagan ad­ 
m inistration soon will propose 
creation of a privately financed 
a l t e r n a t i v e to CRLA with 
“enorm ous 
prom ise 
for 
truly 
serving the rural poor.” 
No details were given 
R eagan’;» veto was based on a 
d e t a i l e d mem o given him 
C hristm as Eve by h s state di­ 
rector of economic opportunity, 
Lewis K. Uhler. 
In 
that 
memo, 
Uhler 
told 
R eagan CRLA “ has failed in its 
m ission because it has elected 
to devote much of its resources 
to objectives clearly outside the 
scope of serving the civil legal 
needs of the poor.” 
“ These 
diversions 
from 
its 
m ajor mission include, hut are 
certainly not lim ited to, the rep­ 
resentation of people charged 
w ith crim es, use of legal pro­ 
cesses to harass public and pri­ 
vate organizations, ...” 
U hler also accused CRLA of 
soliciting 
cases, 
encouraging 
students to challenge school dis­ 
cipline 
and of seeking cases

—President Nixon Saturday sig­ 
ned “ landm ark legislation” au­ 
thorizing expanded federal birth 
control program s and popula­ 
tion research, the White House 
announced. 


Nixon also pocket vetoed a 
$233 m illion bill designed to in­ 
duce m edical schools to train 
m ore fam ily doctors. He said 
the m easure 
“ is unnecessary 
and represents the wrong ap­ 
proach to the solution of the na­ 
tion’s health problem s.” 
Nixon signed the population 
bill along with 19 others Satur­ 
day at his Camp David, Md., 
retreat. 
In a statem ent on the family 
planning 
m easure, 
Nixon 
re­ 
called 
that 
he 
had 
sent 
Congress a m essage July 18, 
1969, on this subject. The first 
response was a bill enacted last 
M arch creating a Commission 
on Population Growth and the 
A m erican Future. 
He said the second bill c a r­ 
ries cut the rest of his request 
for expanded research in Con­ 
traceptive developm ent and be- 
havorial sciences and reorgani­ 
zation of fam ily planning serv­ 
ices within the Health, E duca­ 
tion and W elfare D epartm ent. 
“ It 
is noteworthy that 
this 
landm ark legislation on family 
planning 
and 
population 
has 
had strong bipartisan support,” 
hs said. 
“ I am confident that by work­ 
ing together—at federal, state 
and local levels—we can ach­ 
ieve the goal of providing ade­ 
quate fam ily planning services 
within the next live y ears to all 
those who want them but can­ 
not afford them .” 
In his statem ent on the bill 
for fam ily doctors, the Presi­ 
dent rem inded that he had an- 
n o u n e e d a health program 
would be one of the highest 
priority proposals he would sub­ 
mit to Congress next year.

said 
the 
rejected 
bill 
would simply continue the old 
approach of “ adding m ore pro­ 
gram s to the alm ost unm ana­ 


geable current structure of fed­

benefits 
to 
serv ­ 
icem en with m ore than 180 days 
on active duty, instead of the 
tw o-year requirem ent in present 
law, and would give educational 
benefits to veterans who m ust 
take c o u r s e s to qualify for 
Small Business A dm inistration 
loans. 
O ther m easures approved by 
Nixon included: 
—Authorization 
fcr 
federal 
participa'ion, with certain re­ 
servations, in the Susquehanna 
R iver Basin Compact already 
ratified by the M aryland, New 
York, and Pennsylvania legisla­ 
tures. 
—Creation of a Plant Variety 
Protection Office in the Agricul­ 
ture D epartm ent to handle a 
program 
like 
existing 
patent 
laws for breeders, developers 
and 
discoverers 
of 
novel 
varieties of sexually produced 
plants. It would give them ex­ 
clusive rights to sell, reproduce, 
im port and evoort such v ari­ 
eties. or to use them in the pro­ 
duction of hybrids, for 17 years.

U.S. Space Program Bogged Do

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— After years of success, the 
United States space program 
turned sour in 1970. For the So­ 
viet Union it was a very good 
year. 
America had high hopes as 
the 
year 
began. 
Two 
more 
teams of astronauts planned to 
land on the moon, following up 
the brilliant achievements of 
the Apollo 11 and 12 crews in 
1969. 
But near-disaster struck the 
Apollo 13 mission in April. An 
oxygen tank exploded as the 
spaceship neared the moon. The 
landing attempt was canceled 
and for four days the three as­ 
tronauts fought for their lives 
on a perilous homeward jour­ 
ney that had a safe landing. 


B e c a u s e of the accident, 
Apollo 14 was delayed until 
1971, and is set for a Jan. 31 
liftoff. The trouble also caused 
an already-stingy Congress to 
cut deeper into the budget of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
As a result, two of the six re­ 
maining Apollo 
moon 
flights 
w e r e 
cancelled. 
Originally 
NASA planned 10 moon lan­ 
dings. 
Budget 
problems 
had 
canceled one in 1969. 
Many scientists were unhap­ 
py. They contended the United 
States should exploit its capa­ 
bility and explore as 
many 
places as possible on the moon 
in an effort to determine the or­ 
igin of that body. 
Russia also had one manned 
space flight in 1970, with two 
Soyuz 9 cosmonauts setting a

space 
endurance 
record 
in 
earth orbit of nearly 18 days. 
America’s Gemini 7 pilots held 
the previous mark of 14 days. 
The Soviets said the flight 
was a forerunner of a large 
space station and declared they 
expect to achieve this next big 
space 
goal 
long 
before 
the 
Americans. Observers predict 
Russia will launch the first ele­ 
ments of a large orbiting labo­ 
ratory in 1971. The U.S. plans a 
small three-man station in 1972, 
but the stretchout has delayed 
the launching of a large station 
until 1977 or 1978. 
The Soviets in 1970 also re­ 
turned moon soil to earth with 
the unmanned Luna 16; rolled 


the Lunokhod 1 robot across the 
lunar surface; probed the at­ 
mosphere of Venus and contin­ 
ued development of a substan­ 
tial space military arsenal of 
reconnaissance satellites, orbit­ 
ing bombs and satellite inter­ 
ceptors. 
So far in 1970, the Soviets 
hi ve launched 79 successful sa­ 
tellites. The United States has 
launched 31. More than half in 
each case were for military 
purposes. 
Also during the year, Japan 
and Red China joined the ranks 
of nations which have launched 
their own satellites. The other 
is France. 
The launching of the Chinese 


satellite raised fears in some 
quarters that the nation had the 
i n g r e d i e n t s for an intei- 
continental ballistic missile. 
NASA launched only 12 rock­ 
ets in 1970. Five of these car- 
r i e d s a t e l l i t e s for other 
agencies or nations such as the 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Tel e- 
communications Satellite Con­ 
sortium, 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and Great 
Britain. 
Three of the 12 shots failed, 
including the loss in November 
of a $98.5 million astronomical 
observatory, the most expensive 
unmanned satellite ever built. 
Obviously unhappy with the 
lack of support from Congress, 


NASA administrator Thomas O. 
Paine resigned in Septembei. 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon has been 
unable to find a successor. 
^ 
"We are at the peril point, 
Paine said of space funding and 
the loss of competent personnel. 
Thousands of NASA and con­ 
tractor workers were laid off as 
space employment dropped to 
145,000, from a peak of 420,000 


in 1966. 
To stretch available dollars, 
NASA began a strong drive to 
enlist the help of other nations 
in developing America’s next 
major space venture—the large 
orbiting space station which is 
to be serviced from earth by a 
reuseable, 
airplane-like space 
shuttle. 
Several 
European 
countries 
said they were interested in 
contributing men, money and

material to the project. Agree­ 


ments may be reached in 1971. 


The United States and Russia 


also discussed several areas of 


s p a c e cooperation, including 


serious talks on building ifceir 
future spaceships with common 
s y s t e m s , such as standard 
d o c k i n g mechanisms which 
would aid in space rescue mis­ 
sions. , 
Looking to 1971, the United 
States plans to launch Apollo 14 
in January and Apollo 15 in 
July, and will launch two un­ 
manned Mariner payloads in 
May in the first attempt to or­ 
bit the planet Mars.

Ge­ 
rald Coffee and Deane Woods. 
(A list released Tuesday by Hanoi officials in 
Paris of all American pilots they say are being held 
prisoner in North Vietnam contains the names of 
Cmdr. Walter Eugene Wilber of Columbia Cross 
Roads, Pa.; Capt. Anthony Charles Andrews, of 
Chico, Calif.; 
(apt. Norman 
Louross Wells, of 
Unionville, Va.; 1st Lt. John Owen Davis, of Read­ 
ing, Pa.; Lt. Gary Richard Sigler, of Table Grove, 
III.; Lt. Gerald Leonard Coffee, of Sanford, Fla., 
and Lt. Robert Deane Woods, of Garden City, 
Mo.)

We 
pray for a home reunion and we’ll all be there 
soon.” 
Excerpts from a Protestant Service, said to be 
conducted by the Rev. Bui Hoang Thu, vice chair­ 
man and secretary general of the Committee of the 
Vatican Evangelic Church, also w e r e broadcast. 
The Radio Hanoi broadcast did not say how many 
prisoners took part in the Christmas night festi­ 
vities. 
In Saigon. Rep. G. V. Montgomery, D-Miss., said 
he had been told by Hanoi diplomats in Laos that 
American prisoners in North Vietnam are receiving 
"special privileges" including religious services and 
basketball games. 
Montgomery said at a news conference before 
leaving Vietnam that Nyrth Vietnamese officials 
also told him that the 20 U.S. servicemen who died

merely for publicity. 
But Reagan has often said he 
thought CRLA overstepped its 
bounds in taking on "class ac­ 
tion" cases in which it chal­ 
lenges an entire program or 
concept rather than seeing that 
a poor man, or an illiterate per­ 
son, has adequate legal repre­ 
sentation in civil matters. 
Some cases Uhler cited: 
— A CRLA 
attorney used 
four-letter words during a panel 
discussion before a high school 
American history class. 
— CRLA filed an unidentified 
lawsuit on behalf of 16 plaint­ 
iffs, but 15 of them later said 
they had not asked CRLA to 
represent them. 
— A community employe or 
CRLA was arrested for posses­ 
sion of marijuana and then was 
represented in court by a CRLA 
attorney. Uhler did not say how 


the case turned out. 
— CRLA advised some poten­ 
tial customers they would have 
to pay for representation — so­ 
mething that is banned by law. 
— A CRLA attorney defended

of a minor and that members 
of a CRLA office "participated 
in a scheme whereby the girl 
was spirited to Mexico where 
they arranged for a marriage 
between the 15-year-old female 
and the defendant.”

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Nickels and Dii^is Pour Millions Into Racket Cotters 


By EDWARD V. MCCARTHY 
NEW YORK (UP!) — Offtrack 
betting becomes legal in New 
York in January and there is 
talk of a tax “ take'’ the first 
year of some $40 million to $50 
million. 
But take it from the city’s top 
racket cops, off-track betting 
isn’t where the real action is 
—or the real money. 
The “ numbers gam e,” or the 
“ policy” racket, that’s where 
the millions of dollars pour out 
each day, much of it from the 
hands of the ghetto poor, and 
into the hands of the policy 
racketeers. 
There is no known way to es­ 
tim ate exactly how much mo­ 
ney the num bers racket oper­ 
ators take in annually in New 
York City alone. But Deputy 
chief Inspector John Keenan, 
commanding officer of the Po­ 
lice Departm ent’s public morals 
division, recently told a state 
Joint Legislative Committee on 
Crim e he estimates the take at 
$250 million a year, with 10,000 
employed at the racket. 
Fascinating Story 
H o w 
the 
numbers 
gam e 
works is a fascinating story, a 
fantastic lesson in the desire of 
m en -a n d women and children 
—to m ake an easy buck. This is 
the story of “num bers” as told 
to UPI by a top ranked police 


officer who spoke as freely as 
he did only when assured of 
anonymity. 
Mr. Policeman, the platform 
is yours: 
“Policy 
is 
everywhere. 
It 
flourishes in the ghettos and on 
Wall Street. Dock wallopers and 
housewives put their bets down 
side by side. 
“ It’s only nickel and dime 
stuff —sometim es only pennies, 
but it adds up to one hell of a 
lot of money citywide every day 
of the week except Sunday, 52 
weeks of the year. 
“Let’s take a lady in Harlem 
who we’ll call M ary Smith. 
“ She starts out in the morn­ 
ing by rubbing her eyes and re­ 
membering that she dream ed of 
baking a cake. 
“ She at once consults 
her 
’dream book’ —these sell from 
anywhere from a $1 to $20 or 
even higher. 
“The book she’s using tells 
her, for instance, that baking a 
cake means the number 426. 
“ She 
has 
her 
coffee 
and 
strolls around the 
corner to 
where a young man she recog­ 
nizes is lolling on the front 
stoop of a tenement. 
“ He knows her and passes 
her through with a nod. She 
goes upstairs and there two oth­ 
er young men have ledgers in 
front of them. 


“ She passes one of them a 
slip m arket ‘Mary Smith, 426.’ 
“ She also gives him 60 cents. 
Now she’s got a six-way parlay 
going. In effect, she is betting a 
dime on any combination of the 
num bers 426. 


Take at Track 
“The number comes from the 
last three digits in dollars of 
the total take at whatever local 
track is running that day 
Aqueduct for instance. If the to­ 
tal handle for nine races that 
day should be printed in the 
newspaper the next day as $6,- 
758,426 —she wins on her num­ 
ber __at odds of 600 to one. And 
this holds with any combina­ 
tion, such as 624, 246, etc. But 
rem em ber, that 600 to 1 is only 
on a dime, not her original 60 
cents. Also, she gives a fat tip 
to the m an with whom she 
placed her bet. 
“ In actual practice, if a man 
bet a dollar on a flat number, 
he would win $600 but would get 
only $540, because $60 would go 
to the collector as a ‘tip.’ 
“ Bear those odds in mind. 600 
to one. The true odds are 1,000 
to one. The man taking the bets 
—or policy slips — is not gam ­ 
bling. The percentages are well 
on his side.” 


“ But let’s get back to Mary 


Smith. She’s not through for the 
day. 
“ She might have also laid 
down a quarter on the ‘lead’ 
number. This number is arrived 
at by totaling all the winnings 
from the first three races. It 
pays eight to one. If she bet on 
the number two, and that is the 
winning number, sh9 gets an 
immediate $2 from the policy 
man. 
“The num ber, incidentally, is 
the first figure to the left of the 
decimal point. 
“ Now, let’s say she has hit 
that num ber and is feeling real 
good. There’s plenty more ac­ 
tion to come. 
“ Now she gets a bet down on 
the ‘middle num ber’ — the total 
of all the money won in the 1st 
through 5th races. 
“ But M ary is still not through 
for the day. Now she does some 
housework and gets back in 
time to get a quarter down on 
the ‘back’ num ber — which 
is 
the total of the 1st through 7th 
races. 
Remember, 
these 
are 
single digit bets on the numbers 
one through 10 — zero standing 
for number 10. 
“You’d think that this was all 
the action for the day, but it is 
not. 
“ Both Mary Smith and the 
collector have their 
separate 
d i n n e r s —and now they’re 


ready for the evening ‘action. 
“This tim e the bets are on 
the trotting track handle, and 
the rules are the same. If she 
didn’t win on 426 at the flat 
tracks, she figures she had the 
right dream 
but 
the 
wrong 
track and starts betting all over 
again. So the action continues 
on into the night. 
“This is what these people 
want, 
continuous, 
inexpensive 


action.” 
At this point the police spo­ 
kesman displayed real betting 
slips taken from a raid in Har­ 
lem. The policy slips had bets 
ranging from as low as 3 cents 
to $2. Most were for 25 or 50 
cents. 
The police authority explained 
that each collector handles only 
a small neighborhood —a few 
square blocks. 
The policy operator who has 
the territory tries to stay away 
from the action personally, but 
close enough to keep an eye on 
• 
things. 
He often 
is 
the 
legitim ate 
owner of a 
business 
in the 
neighborhood —such as a gas 
s t a t i o n , grocery store, dry 
cleaning establishment or some 
other honest business. 
He pays his taxes faithfully 
on 
the 
business. 
This 
“ex­ 
plains” his source of income, 
the $200 suits and fancy car, in 


case any “feds” or other law 
men start wondering about his 
source of income. 
The operator takes very few 
risks. He works with what is 
known as a “bank.” 
“ For instance, the police ex­ 
pert continued, “ let’s 
say 
a 
couple of guys own nightspots 
and are maybe dealing in a few 
other activities, such as pushing 
some narcotics, and have a lot 
of loose money laying around 
they want to put to work. 
Farm Bank 
“They pool their money and 
form what is called a 
bank 
with several hundred thousand 
dollars in it. 
“ In effect, they act like insur­ 
ance 
companies. 
They un­ 
derwrite the small operators. 
“The policy man for a par­ 
ticular territory makes a deal 
with the bank. For 40 per cent 
of the take, they back all of his 
bets. This way, if he gets ’hit 
big’ on a particular day, he 
cannot be wiped out. They can 
also always come up with the 
money to make sure he pays 


“And pay off he does. This is 
his stock in trade. When a man 
has a territory, he must make 
good. The customers know that 
they will be paid off and that 
he will not pull a runout on 
them. 


“ After the 40 per cent to the 
bank, he has to pay the two 
guys he has working for him in 
the apartm ent, the lookout on 
the stoop, and rent 
for the 
apartment. 
, 
“ His final take is about 25 
per cent. 
“ T h i s generally will run 
about $1,000 a day - t a x free.” 
“You can see why it is so 
lucrative. And you can also see 
why the city would love to get 
its hands on that kind of steady 
money. 
“The difference between the 
policy man and the legal ‘bet­ 
ting parlor’ is in his setup. 
“The people come ts> him con­ 
veniently, 
only 
a 
couple 
or 
blocks at most. They get con­ 
tinuous, day and nightlong ac­ 
tion for their money. 
“They get paid off promptly 
in cash —and with no nonsense 
about any silly stuff such as 
‘coded 
account num bers’ (as 
envisioned by the off-track bet­ 
ting corporation 
for its pat­ 
rons). 
“ If they ‘hit’ a number, they 
don’t pay taxes either. 
“They can bet any amount 
they want — as I showed you 
with the 3 cent bet slips. Just 
imagine the 
city getting in­ 
volved in that kind of betting —

Video Cigarette Ads Make 
Last Gasp New Year s Day 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Ciga­ 
rette commercials go off the air 
in a lavish midnight farewell 
Jan. 1 but the tobacco industry 
is using all of its marketing 
ingenuity to fill the void. 
Among other new promotions 
next year, cigarette makers 
will sponsor auto races, a Cana­ 
dian golf tournament, a bowling 
tourney called the Winston-Sa­ 
lem Classic and a series of 
women’s 
tennis matches dub­ 
bed the “ Virginia Slims Invita­ 
tional.’* 
Sales, not sporting blood, is 
the motive. The August issue of 
Tobacco Reporter, a trade jour­ 
nal, explained it this way: 
“ The advertising has been 
banned, but not the appearance 
of the product during the fea­ 
ture programming. 
“ For instance, at a stock car 
race one or more of the partici­ 
pating vehicles will have a 
cigarette promotion blurb on its 
side. In following the race the 
television cameras will pass 
fence advertisements while the 
pit crews and winners will be 
smoking with the cigarette pack 
prominently displayed. 
“ Such will hold true for any 
number of sporting events that 
appear on television. It could 
even go so far as to have the 
football 
booster section 
dis­ 
playing block cards that pro­ 
mote a particular brand.” 
Midnight Deadline 
The new law bans all radio 
and television cigarette com­ 
mercials effective at midnight 
Jan. 1. But the networks will 
get a last draught of money 
from an industry which has 
provided about 10 per cent of 
television advertising revenues.

Cancer ‘Epidemic* 
Antismoking 
crusaders 
be­ 
lieve the demise of television 
c i g a r e t t e advertising will 
sharply reduce the number of 
youths who take up smoking, 
and make it easier for smokers 
to quit. 
They note that the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare’s 
National 
Advisory 
Cancer Council reported Dec. 1 
that cigarette smoking was the 
primary cause of an “epidem­ 
ic” of 60,000 lung cancer deaths 
a year in the United States. 
The industry, still contending 
its product has not been proved 
harmful, hopes smokers will 
puff on. It cites increased ciga 
rette consumption in England, 
Italy and other countries where 
cigarette commercials also are 
banned. 
The law also means U.S. sta­ 
tions no longer will have to car­ 
ry antismoking 
commercials, 
which were required to counter 
the cigarette blurbs. All three 
networks have said they plan to 
continue antismoking announce­ 
ments, but fewer are expected. 
Tw o court 
actions could 
change the situation. In one, 
owners of six radio stations 
have asked a federal court to 
declare the law banning ciga­ 
rette commercials unconstitu­ 
tional. A hearing is expected in 
late January. 
The other, filed by the ciga­ 
rette industry, claims that the 
same “ fairness doctrine” which 
prompted 
antismoking

Brazil Acts To Conquer 
Its Vast Amazon Basin 


BRASILIA 
(UPI)—Ranchers 
in Brazil’s wild west ride air­ 
planes instead of broncos, call 
on the air force for help instead 
of the cavalry, and worry more 
about anthropologists than In­ 
dians. 
Brazil’s frontier is pushing 
north and westward in a gov­ 
ernment plan to close in on the 
vast Amazon Basin and even­ 
tually conquer it. The strategy 
of the project, called “occupa­ 
tion of the Amazon,” is to build 
a series of roads to serve much 
like the Oregon Trail in Ameri 
can history. 
“First come the roads, then 
the people, then the ranches, 
then the farms, and finally the 
industry,” predicted Sebastiao 
Dante de Camargo Jr., head of 
the Superintendency for Devel­ 
opment of the Center West. 
The 
modem 
capital 
of 
Brasilia in Brazil’s west central 
area has become the gateway 
to the Amazon. A highway built 
10 years ago already links it 
with Belem, at the mouth of the 
Amazon River. In the last de­ 
cade 
an 
estimated 
one 
million persons have settled be 
side the north-south road. 
Other roads are being built 
northwest from Brasilia to the 
Amazon port of Manaus, and 
west from Brasilia to Cuiaba 
The trans-Amazon highway is 
being built parallel to the Ama 
zon River, running east-west. 
Immense Task 
Even when the 
roads 
are 
completed, settling the Amazon 


region will be an immense task. 
It is a little-explored forested 
area 
of 
3.1 
million 
square 
miles, roughly the size of Ar­ 
gentina, 
Peru, 
Uruguay 
and 
Chile combined. Much of the 
soil is known to be poor for cul­ 
tivation under tropical weather 
conditions, 
but 
government 
planners are optimistic that at 
the very least they will find 
enough good land and mineral 
resources to justify the cost of 
the roads. 
More than 50 million of Bra­ 
zil’s 90 million inhabitants live 
in Brazil’s industrialized south, 
with its modem cities of Sao 
Paulo, Belo Horizonte, Rio de 
Janeiro and Porto Alegre. 
Another 30 million live in the 
northeast, an area of hunger, 
poverty and perennial drought 
The government believes 
the 
near-empty Amazon basin, with 
a population density of only six 
persons per square mile, can be 
a safety valve for tense social 
problems in the northeast. 
The area also is considered 
potential field for investment 
and market expansion for Bra 
zil’s industrialized south and 
source of food to supply Brazil’s 
expanding population, expected 
to double by the end of the cen­ 
tury. 
To attract big business the 
government allows firms to use 
up to 50 per cent of corporation 
tax fees for investment in the 
Amazon Basin.

A next-door rancher is cof- 
fee-grower Carlos Wysling, still 
trying to clear 133,000 acres of 
forest land beside Suia-Missu 
The roads are so rough he has 
never set foot on the land that 
is to be his fazenda. 
“I’m waiting for the airstrip,” 
he said. “This is a paramilitary 
operation. In an emergency the 
air force flies in gas, food and 
medical aid, and they provide 
transportation 
and 
communi­ 
cation. One of the first things 
we do in ranching in these parts 
is build an airstrip.” 
Wysling 
and 
his 
ranchers are anxious for the 
government road-building pro­ 
gram to go as fast as possible. 
“A road on which you can 
travel 60 kilometers (36 miles 
and hour) is a super duper high­ 
way out here,” he said. 
But not everybody welcomes 
the roads. 
West of Suia-Missu is Xingu 
National Park, run by Claudio 
and Orlando Villas-Boas, broth­ 
ers who have built a worldwide 
reputation 
among 
anthropolo­ 
gists for their work in protect­ 
ing the Indians. 
On the

Xingu Indian reservation are 2,- 
500 Indians living in 16 differ­

villages, 
speaking eight 
different languages. 
The philosophy of the Vil- 
lasBoas is that Amazon Indians 
must be as isolated as possible

! contact with modern culture he 
is destroyed as a nation,” Or­

Branch, Allotments and Deposits Operation, at the 
U.S. Army Finance Center, Indianapolis, explaining 
that your son’s return to his pre-service employment 
was contingent on car ownership—and thus con­ 
tingent on receipt of his savings account funds. We 
asked that payment be expedited and we requested 
information on the rule, regulation or policy pertain­ 
ing to payment of accounts at time of military sepa­ 
ration. 
Six weeks later, Action Line was informed by the 
Army Finance Center that it had no record of a 
claim for repayment being received there from your 
son. 
The center explained that repayment of deposits 
must be claimed by the depositor, and that applica­ 
tion for payment of savings deposits must be made 
by a serviceman returned stateside from overseas 
with the custodian of his financial data records fold- 
der. 
The servicing finance office is then responsible for 
preparing and forwarding a specific form to the fi­ 
nance center for processing and issuance of a final 
settlement check. 
As a result of Action Line’s inquiry, this required 
form was sent by the center to your son on Dec. 8 
with instructions for its completion and return. 
When the completed form is received from him by 
the center, Action Line is assured, immediate action 
will be taken to process his claim and mail his 
check for all amounts deposited plus the accrued 
interest to which he is entitled. 
The center’s executive officer also expressed re­ 
gret at the delay in processing and payment of the 
savings account.

In Novemer 1969 I ordered five hostess electric 
hot trays for Christmas presents in response to the 
enclosed magazine advertisement.

POMONA — The merit sys­ 
tem commission will hold a spe­ 
cial meeting Monday to try and 
resolve questions raised in a re­ 
port from a group investigating 
discrimination in City Hall em­ 
ployment practices. 
A m o n g other things, the 
group recommended that termi­ 
nation notices be sent out to 
more than 200 employes whose 
job 
classification 
the 
group 
claims 
prohibits 
them 
from 
being employed for more than a 
six-month period in any one fis­ 
cal year. 
There is an ordinance that 
imposes such a restriction on 
casual and seasonal employes, 
the same category the group 
claims covers the persons listed 


in the report. 
However, the lists have been 
challenged, as has the legal 
status of the group. 
Last July, the City Council, 
over the objections of Mayor 
Ben Lawing and Councilman 
William G. Herrera, approved 
the formation of a four-man 
subpanel to investigate various 
forms of discrimination in hir­ 
ing practices. 
Councilman Clay Bryant, who 
pushed for the creation of the 
new group, 
was 
named 
as 
chairman. Appointed as mem­ 
bers were 
Conrad 
Quinones, 
Sanford Coggins and John Ro- 
gan, who also is a member of 
the merit commission. 
Since the subpanel was for­ 
med, however, the council at 
the suggestion of Councilman 


Fred Livermore directed that 
the membership be expanded to 
include representatives from all 
of the city’s boards and com­ 
missions. 
Apparently this has not been 
done. 
City Atty. Robert C. Gustave- 
son said that for the subpanel 
to hold meetings as the sub- 
panel, a quorum must be pres­ 
ent and the meetings made pub­ 
lic. 
No Notification 
The press was not notified by 
the subpanel of its meetings 
and the report contains only the 
signatures of the original mem­ 
bers—Bryant, Quinones, Coggins 
and Rogan. 
Unless a quorum is present 
and meetings are publicly an­ 
nounced, said Gustaveson, the 


group is not making recom­ 
mendations as a subpanel. 
When the group’s 17-page re­ 
port was submitted to the coun­ 
cil Dec. 14, City Administrator 
Fred Sharp said some of the 
persons listed as casual and 
seasonal employes in fact be­ 
longed under different job cate­ 
gories. 
The group said action was ur­ 
gently needed because the city 
was in violation of the ordi­ 
nance concerning the six-month 
limitation. 
Last Monday, the council met 
jointly with members of the 
subpanel and merit commis­ 
sion. 
It was brought out that a per­ 
son may have been classified as 
a casual and seasonal employe, 
yet not have worked any hours

at all. In this case, the employe 
in effect was merely on standby 
for six months.

Yule Not So Merry 
For Tree Salesmen

Local residents celebrating a 
belated Christmas will find the 
selection is wide and the price 
is right on Christmas trees on 
many Pomona Valley lots. 
A combination of weather fac­ 
tors, increased competition and 
tight money left hundreds of 
Christmas trees standing in the 
lots on the day after Christmas, 
evidence of poor sales this holi­ 
day season. 
Lots stood open and deserted 
Saturday morning with some 
trees standing and others lying 
on their sides. Many lots had 
been left unattended Christmas 
Day with trees for the taking. 
Great numbers of trees had 
not even been placed on stands 
but were left lying in bales. 
Some lot operators destroyed 
their trees after closing hours 
on Christmas Eve, not to pre­ 
vent people from taking the 
trees but to prevent vandalism 
to their lots. 
Trees were also given away 
to organizations and families on 
Christmas Eve. 
The majority of tree sales­ 
men reported that sales were 
off this season and slower than 
last year. 
Ken Broadfoot, operator of 
the tree lot at Holt and Hershey 
avenues, had about 240 trees 
left. 
He said that weather factors 
had affected his sales, with less 
people willing to look for a tree 
during rain. He also cited tight 
money as a reason for the sales 
drop. Broadfoot, whose trees 
ranged in price from $2 to $35, 
said that people who might 
have spent $25 on a tree in oth­ 
er years had spent $10 this 
year. 
Besides running his own tree 
lot, Broadfoot also sells trees 
wholesale to other lots in the 
area. He explained that there 
were twice as many lots in the 
Pomona Valley this year and 
that this, too, would add to the 
causes of poor sales. 
Money Tight 
Like Broadfoot, W. W. Mar­ 
tin, operator of Woody’s Tree 
lot 
at 
Kingsley 
and 
Garey 
Avenues, thought that money 
was tight this holiday season 
and that people were reluctant 
to buy expensive trees. 
Martin, who has sold trees on 


the same lot for 14 years, said 
he had about the same amount 
of customers as in other years, 
but he made less money. 
Martin has many customers 
who buy trees at his lot year 
after year, but he noticed that 
many customers went to lower 
priced trees this season. 
Martin also said that trees 
were scarce this year and more 
expensive to buy wholesale. He 
added that he had kept his 
prices the same as in previous 
years, hoping to maintain his 
customers. 
Flocked trees were scarce this 
year due to weather conditions. 
Martin thought that this also 
hurt sales. 
At the YMCA tree lot, about 
120 trees were left standing. Ac­ 
cording to workers dismantling 
the trees for disposal, sales had 
suffered this year because of 
the number of lots in the area 
and the lack of flocked trees. 
So while many inexpensive 
trees stood in Pomona Valley 
homes this Christmas, many 
expensive trees were left stand­ 
ing in lots undecorated and 
unused. 
Workers bundled up the un­ 
sold trees Saturday and loaded 
them in trucks for a trip to the 
dump.

Teacher Rights Drive Brewing Locally

A statewide effort to give 
teachers a greater voice 
in 
school affairs and to strengthen 
their rights as employes may 
soon involve local school boards 
and teacher organizations 
in 
serious negotiations. 
“ We are saying that teachers 
want to be included also,” said 
Harold Boyd, executive director 
o f 
the 
Associated 
Pomona 
Teachers, the organization that 
represents about 90 per cent of 
Pomona Unified School District 
teachers. 
Backed 
by 
the 
California 
Teachers Association, many loc­ 
al teacher spokesmen hope to 
get their school boards to sign 
master contracts with their cer­ 
tificated employes. 
They may 
find 
the going 
rough, though, for many board 
members view the contracts as 
a severe limitation on the right 
of the board (and, according to 
some board members, there­ 
fore, the public) to run the 
schools. 
A master contract, Boyd ex­ 
plained, sets down a bilateral 
agreement between the teach­ 
ers’ organization and the board 
on “all items that are of con­ 
cern to teachers” — evaluation, 
sabbatical leaves, wages, health 


benefits, class size, work res­ 
ponsibility, grievance and trans­ 
fer prodecures, tenure, academ­ 
ic freedom and more. 
As 
a 
bilateral 
document 
though, 
the 
master 
contract 
would require both parties to 
agree before a program out- 
l i n e d 
in 
the 
contract 
be 
dropped. 
That’s 
where 
one 
hangup 
comes in. Board members say 
that school boards should be 
free to rule on programs, but 
teachers feel it’s only fair that 
they have an equal voice con­ 
cerning programs that directly 
effect them. 


Right To Speak Up 
‘1 feel very strongly that 
teachers have every right to 
voice their views,” said Donald 
McCombs, a member of the Po­ 
mona Board of Education, “but 
somebody has got to say, ’This 
is what we are going to do and 
what we are not going to do.’ 
“What 
they 
(teachers 
are 
saying is, ‘No, you can not say 
no.’ I am saying, ‘You better 
believe I can say no because I 
just did.’ 
“ I am against anything that 
would weaken the board’s au­ 
thority.” 
Boyd defended the teachers’ 
position. 


“We are not trying to take 
over the schools,” he said, “but 
we are interested in having a 
voice and having some effect. 
Right now it’s 
a 
unilateral 
thing. We really have not had a 
lot to say. The whole thrust of 
the contract is to get teachers 
involved.” 


Another hangup lies with the 
grievance procedure clause con­ 
tained in most master 
con­ 
tracts. The final step of most 
g r i e v a n c e procedures end 
with the arbitrator, whose rul­ 
ing, in many cases, is intended 
to be binding on both employer 
and employe. 
Some board members (and 
the California School Board As­ 
sociation) charge that binding 
arbitration is illegal since it lets 
a school board turn over its pol­ 
icy making authority to another 
body. Teachers, 
though, 
dis­ 
agree. 
“ He (the arbitrator) does not 
make policy,” Boyd said; “he 
does not change policy. His only 
purpose is to interpret what 
you have already agreed to. 
“You don’t have that many 
cases that go through arbitra­ 
tion. Usually the problem is sol­ 
ved before you go to arbitra­ 
tion.” 


currently conducting a survey 
among its members to deter­ 
mine what issues teachers are 
concerned about and expect to 
approach the board on the mas­ 
ter contract issue in the next 
few months. 


Not Sure on Issue 
Other teacher organizations 
are not as sure where they 
stand on the issue.

Growth of Japan 
Feeds On Itself 


With the Senate awash in its own ineptitude and 
the controversial import quota bill doomed to die, 
time has been bought for a fuller look at the trade 
problems. Deeply involved is bustling Japan. 
It is Japan which would be a principal target of 
proposed quotas on textiles, though these also would 
strike hard at such developing lands as Korea, Tai­ 
wan and Latin America. 
In all the furor, a good many myths, not all ot 
them new, have surfaced about Japan. They ought 
to be dispelled. 
Our textile imports from that country have been 
rising. But they need to be put in perspective. The 
textiles and textile products we buy from the Japa­ 
nese represent only around 1.1 per cent of total an­ 
nual U.S. consumption in this field. 
There are some common and quite serious errors 
in the matter of Japan’s alleged dependence on 
trade The simplest corrective is to note that it ex­ 
ports just 10 per cent of its total yearly output, as 
against West Germany’s 25 per cent. 
As an island empire largely barren of vital raw 
materials, Japan indeed must export and import to 
live. But in the truest sense it does not live by 
trade. It has skyrocketed to position as the world’s 
third largest industrial power because it has a home 
market of 100 million people. 
By volume, certainly, Japan’s trade is large. We 
are the country’s best customer, not only for textiles 
but for automobiles, motorcycles, television sets and 
other electronic items, cameras and a good many 
other products. In turn, Japan is our second best 
trading partner, surpassed only by Canada. As if we 
were just a developing land, we supply the Japanese 
with farm products and a host of the raw materials 
it needs. 
, 
. 
Yet the real story about Japan is that since about 
1950 it has been undergoing an internal economic 
revolution. It is this which has lifted it to its present 
industrial eminence and may permit it even to sur­ 
pass the Soviet Union by the mid-1980s. 
Probably more than any nation on earth, Japan 
today can be accurately described as an 
economic 
state.” Twenty years ago it was still weak and 
struggling, with the hearts of some 60 cities heavily 
scarred bv U.S. firebombings in World War II. (The 
burn-out of Tokyo in March, 1945, produced 100,000 
dead, more than are believed to have been killed in 
the atomic raid on Hiroshima.) 
Even a decade ago, the country had made just a 
modest comeback. Since then, however, the upward 
bound has been incredible. Japan’s national income 
more than doubled in the 1960s. By force of will and 
work, aided by some key advantages, it has temade 
itself. 
• 
, , 
The Pacific shore of Honshu, the main island, is 
on the way to becoming a continuous urban swath 
more intensively developed than our own celebi atcd 
Boston to Washington megalopolis. 
More than 90 per cent of Japanese homes have 
television sets, and from two-thirds to three-fourths 
of the households have washing machines, refrigera­ 
tors and similar equipment. 
Japan is truly the groat communicator. Television 
reaches almost 100 per cent of its peasant families. 
The great newspaper, Asahi, has an unparalleled 
circulation of nine million. 
As noted, crucial advantages exist. The U.S. de­ 
fense shield conserves Japanese resources for other 
effort. High tariff walls and a ban on most foreign 
investment nurture native growth. (We had similar 
walls in our earlier growth.) 
Too, there are heavy costs—in pollution, in chok­ 
ing urban traffic which makes commuting a night­ 
mare, in millions of country folk left out even as the 
“general” living standard rises swiftly. 
Still, 
the 
revolution 
is 
remarkable—dedicated 
people making a qualitv effort, doing the impossible 
through bad times and good. 


From Tragedy to 
Boon in 50 Years 


Metal from a British warship sent to the bottom 
in the second month of World War 1 is aiding scien­ 
tists in the treatment of disease. 
The heavy battle cruiser HMS Cressy was torpe­ 
doed on Sept. 22, 1914, about 25 miles off the Dutch 
coast. When a Hamburg scrap metal firm began 
salvaging the ship’s six-to eight-inch-thick plating a 
lew year's ago, 60 tons of the steel were snapped up 
by Hamburg University’s physiological-chemical in­ 
stitute and used in the construction of Europe’s most 
efficient human radioactive detector. 
This metal that had been lying 20 fathoms deep in 
the sea for half a century was considered precious 
because it had Ix-en made before the atomic era. 
Steel manufactured since 1945 has Ireen inevitably 
contaminated with radioactivity from atomic and 
nuclear bomb tests. 
In a classic example of turning a sword into a 
plowshare, an average of 50 patients a day are now 
wheeled into the detector in the course ol the insti­ 
tute’s diagnostic and fundamental research program.

Wyoming’s rawboned Sena­ 
tor Cliff Hansen, who looks 
more comfortable on a horse 
than 
in 
his 
Senate 
swivel 
chair, nevertheless tends his 
ranching interests from his 
Senate office. 
He has just written Presi­ 
dent Nixon a two-page letter, 
urging him to rescind grazing 
f e e 
increases 
on 
federal 
lands. 
The 
rancher-Senator 
neglected to tell the President 
that the savings would make 
a generous Christmas gift for 
the Hansen family. 
The veteran Wyoming Re­ 
publican has federal grazing 
perm its for 782 head of cattle, 
plus perm its for another 569 
head in his wife’s name. His 
son-in-law, Peter Meade, also 
possesses perm its to graze an 
additional 649 head on federal 
turf. Most of the Hansen herd 
forage, incidentally, on feder­ 
al forest and park lands in 
the picturesque Grand Tetons. 
Federal grazing fees have 
ranged from 44 cents to $1.04 
a head, depending upon the 
land 
and 
agency 
involved. 
This is less than one-third of 
fees that private landowners 
charge for equivalent grazing 
privileges. 
Over the objections of the 
cattle barons, the government 
has been trying for months to 
push through a modest 18- 
c e n t 
increase. 
This 
still 
wouldn’t bring federal grazing 
fees anywhere near the pri­ 
vate rates. 


Hansen’s Letter 


The Senator called the 18- 
cent increase “ highly question­ 
able” 
in 
his 
letter to the 
President. 
“ I strongly urge you to res­ 
cind the grazing fee increase 
for 1971,” wrote Hansen. He 
suggested that the President 
should hold up the increase 
until Congress acts on a Pub­ 
lic Land Law review commis­ 
sion report — an action which 
may take years. 
“ At this time when all of us 
are deeply concerned over the 
performance 
of 
the 
econo­ 
m y,” 
pleaded 
the 
Senator 


from Wyoming, “ it is not pos­ 
sible to justify the (increased 
fees). Such action will under­ 
mine 
the 
economies 
of 
a 
great num ber of the western 
states, hinder the livestock in­ 
dustry, and increase livestock 
production costs.” 
Hansen sent copies of his 
letter to Agriculture Secret­ 
ary Cliff Hardin, Acting Inter­ 
ior Secretary Fred Russell, 
and GOP National Chairman 
Rogers Morton, who is await­ 
ing Senate confirmation 
as 
the new Interior Secretary. 
My associate Les Whitten 
called on Hansen and was gi­ 
ven this explanation: “ I don’t 
object to the increase in graz­ 
ing fees so much as the man­ 
ner in which they are ar­ 
ranged. I have made no effort 
at all to conceal that I am a 
cattle rancher. 
I 
have re­ 
peated it tim e after time af­ 
ter tim e. I can assure you 
both 
the 
Secretaries 
know 
perfectly well about m y graz­ 
ing perm its. As for the Presi­ 
dent, I doubt that he read my 
letter. 1 wasn’t trying to kid 
anyone.” 


Washington Expose 


Nixon’s Nemesis—President 
Nixon has pulled out all the 
stops to force Senate action 
on his family assistance pro­ 
gram , including the controver­ 
sial guaranteed minimum in­ 
come.

The taxpayers paid $21,000 
for new shoulder patches, $1,- 
500 in overtime to civilian 
employees for sewing the pat­ 
ches on uniforms, $1,200 for 
new automobile bum per sti­ 
ckers, $1,000 for new signs 
around the post, an additional 
$40 for the big sign in front of 
the division headquarters, $3,- 
000 for

phone directory, $446 for new 
stationery, $7,000 for revising 
the data 
processing 
codes, 
$200 for changes in the brief­ 
ing charts, $150 for a junket 
by two Army men to study 
the nam e change at another 
post, about $1.600 traceable to 
the pomp of the transition 
ceremonies, and at least $630 
in miscellaneous costs.

Throughout my adult life I 
have defended the freedom of 
the press, fought against se­ 
cret meetings by public offi­ 
cials, and have stood up for 
the people’s right to know, be­ 
cause J am convinced that 
press freedom is the corners­ 
tone of democracy. 
The reasoning behind this is 
quite clear, for as long as the 
people know what their elec­ 
ted 
and 
appointed 
officials 
are 
doing, 
how 
they 
are 
spending the public’s money 
and for what, they can more 
aptly keep honest men in of­ 
fice. Every dictatorship, whe­ 
ther leftist or rightist, has 
come to full power only after 
suppressing the press. 
Overstepping Bounds 
But this is not to say that 
we in the “ fourth estate” do 
not sometimes overstep the 
bounds of good and fair jour­ 
nalism, that we do not some­ 
times give biased reports and 
all 
too 
often 
let 
personal 
prejudices creep into news 
presentations. 
Vice President Agnew was 
not entirely off base when he 
took the news media to task 
last summ er. In fact, much of 
what he said was recognized 
as truth by most of the Amer­ 
ican people. We in the media 
do need to take a close look 
at ourselves A y and again. 
A vivid exampl 
pie of press ir­ 
responsibility was witnessed 
nationwide 
from 
the White 
House during President Nix­ 
on’s latest press conference, 
which was televised. The ir­ 
responsibility was evident in 
some of the questions asked 
and how they were put. Here 
are verbatim examples: 
Mr. President, in the light 
of the 
firing of 
Secretary 
Hickel and the Goodell case, 
could you tell us how much 
dissent you will tolerate in 
your administration and 
in 
the Republican Party? 
M r . P r e s i d e n t , at a 
previous news conference you 
said that what happened at 
Mylai was a m assacre. 
On 
another 
occasion 
you 
said 
that 
Charles 
Manson 
was 
guilty. 
On 
another 
ocasion 
you mentioned Angela Davis 
by nam e and then said those 
responible for such acts of 
terror will be brought to jus­ 
tice. My question concerns 
the problem of pretrial pub­ 
licity and the fact that it 
could jeopardize a defendant’s 
right at a trial. How do you 
reconcile your com ments with 
your status as a lawyer? 
M r . 
President, 
another 
question about confidence, if 1 
may, involving 
you. 
There 
seems to be a feeling in some 
quarters, 
not 
just 
among 
blacks and students, but also 


among some of your natural 
Republican allies, some vo­ 
ters, . and certainly as you 
m ay have noticed, some col- 
lumnists, that you have yet to 
convey a sufficiently sharp 
and clear sense of direction, 
v i s i o n and leadership on 
many m atters to end the divi­ 
sion in this country as you 
said you hoped to do two 
years ago and as your own 
S c r a n t o n Commission on 
Campus Unrest has urged you 
to do. Do you recognize this 
as a problem for yourself and 
for the country, and if so, 
what can you do about it and 
what will you do about it? 
Too many of us 
in 
the 
news-gathering business are 
apt ot brush off such ques­ 
tions, particularly the latter, 
as just plain, silly questions. 
But I am inclined to view 
them as something more than 
silly-something more devious. 
Biased Views 
What the questioners did 
were to use the valuable and 
very limited tim e to m ake a 
speech spouting forth their 
own biased views for nation­ 
wide consumption, and quite 
evidently, to try and put the 
president on the spot--all in 
the role of a legitim ate news­ 
man. 
It might be argued that if 
the President is not prepared 
to deal with this kind of ap­ 
proach, these curves thrown 
him, then he should not call a 
press conference. But the ar­ 
gument falls short from the 
press’ standpoint. It is the 
duty of the press to seek in­ 
formation for the public, and 
not to try and put the Presi­ 
dent on the spot. 
This is not to imply in any 
sense that newsmen should 
not ask sensitive and some- 
t i m e s em barrassing ques­ 
tions. On the contrary, these 
questions m ust be asked. But 
the press’ chief responsibility 
is to inform the public, not 
“do a job” on the president. 
It could well be that tha 
press will have to begin polic­ 
ing more carefully its own do­ 
m ain in the light of its re­ 
sponsibilities, 
lest 
someone 
else do it for us. .

Briggs Plans To Ask Lower 
Age of Adulthood in State

SACRAMENTO - Assembly­ 
man John Briggs, R-35th Dist., 
plans to re-introduce legislation 
to lower the age of adulthood in 
California from 21 to 18. 
Briggs noted that the U.S. Su­ 
prem e Court has upheld federal 
legislation to lower the voting 
age from 21 to 18 in presiden­ 
tial and congressional elections, 
but not state offices. 
“The Supreme Court decision 
has further muddied the waters 
of citizen participation and res­ 
ponsibility in our state,” said 
Briggs, whose district includes 
Ontario, Montclair, Chino and 
northern Orange County. 
“Under the law now, an 18- 


year-old on the same day could 
vote for the president of the 
United 
States, 
but 
still 
be 
treated as a juvenile for bur­ 
ning 
down 
a 
million 
dollar 
building, or be deemed legally 
incompetent to sign a simple 
sales contract. 
“This state of law is ridi­ 
culous,” said Briggs. 
The assemblyman said he au­ 
thored a bill at the last legisla­ 
tive session which would have 
lowered the voting age and age 
of m ajority to 18. 
The bill cleared the Assembly 
easily and died on the Senate 
floor, lacking four votes, 
he 
said. 


“The philosophy behind the 
bill was simply that if young 
people were going to be given 
the right to vote by feder*.! leg­ 
islation, the people of California 
have a right to make these new 
voters 
completely 
responsible 
for their actions in all civil and 
crim inal m atters,” said Briggs. 
“The Supreme Court decision 
makes 
it 
im perative 
that 
I 
reintroduce this bill in the 1971 
session.” 
Briggs said his 1971 bill will 
be substantially the same form 
as the 1970 bill, except there 
will be a provision for a special 
election to act on the proposed 
constitutional change.

What’s so nice is that the 
basic recipe can be varied 
with different oil flavorings 
and colors. They do feel the 
oil types do a much better job

rem em ber that the oils are 
much more potent. In most 
areas you can buy those at 
prescription counters of drug 
stores or possibly at food spe­ 
cialty shops. By all means,

The only people who might do 
better with the old, cold wa­ 
ter test are those in high alti­ 
tude areas where the boiling 
point is lower. 
Sugar mix­ 
tures in particular can 
do 
weird things even using the 
diffemt rule of thumb for var­ 
ious elevation. They aren’t all 
the same. The basic recipe 
calls for 3% cups granulated 
sugar, 1 cup white com syrup 
and 1 cup water. Put those in 


a large heavy kettle, stirring 
to blend. Place on somewhat 
high heat but do not stir. 
(However, too high heat can 
scorch it.) Cook to 275, about 
the very hard-ball stage in a 
water test. Remove from heat 
briefly, add 1 teaspoon oil fla­ 
voring, plus coloring, except 
for 
peppermint 
which uses 
only y2 teaspoon oil flavor. 
Then cook to 300, right about 
the hard crack stage. Pour 
out thinly on pans heavily 
powdered with confenctioners 
sugar. When cool, pick up and 
break. 
Here are suggested flavors 
and colors: 1 (Anise (licorice) 
blue food coloring 2. Cassia 
(cinnamon) red color 3. Sas­ 
safras (root beer) red, green 
and yellow mixed as package 
directs to achieve brown 4. 
W intergreen, medium 
green 
5. Spearmint, light green 6. 
Peppermint, leave white, use 
just l/2 
teaspoon oil flavoring. 
Buy those flavorings only in 
1-ounce quantities. They may 
s e e m 
expensive, 
but 
one 
bottle makes six batches and 
the overall cost of the candy 
is not high. Alice and Peggy 
always use cane sugar, They 
feel that beet sugar turns out 
a sticky product.

Ripley was 
bom 
on 
Christmas day, 1893, proposes 
to fill the new museum with 
personal memorabilia of 
the 
famed cartoonist, as well as 
some of his vast collection of 
off-beat items. 


There are five permanent Be­ 
lieve It or Not museums —in 
New York City, Chicago, St. 
Augustine, Fla., San Francisco 
and Niagara Falls, Canada. But 
the 
new 
museum 
here 
will 
focus on Ripley the man. 


To find a home for the memo­ 
rial, the Santa Rosa City Coun­ 
cil voted to make the “Church 
of One Tree” available and pro­ 
vided funds for moving it from 
its original site to a new loca­ 
tion near the famed Luther 
Burbank Gardens. 


Lived Alone 
Ripley, who died in 1948, vis­ 
ited 
198 
countries 
and 
traveled an estimated 585,000 
miles. He was a bachelor who 
lived alone in the midst of re­ 
minders of the many countries 
he had visited. The 29 rooms of 
his island estate in Long Island 
Sound, and the 20 rooms of his 
New York studio were filled 
with oddities, a collection Rip­ 
ley valued at $2 million. 
“The most unusual thing in 
either of his two homes,” his 
housekeeper once said, 
“ was 
Mr. Ripley himself.” 
Ripley 
drew 
upside 
down, 
generally working from 7 a.m. 
to 11 a.m. In more than 30 
years he never failed to have a 
cartoon ready every day. His 
s y n d i c a t e d drawings were 
printed in 17 languages in 38 
countries 
in 
more 
than 300 
newspapers. He had a staff of 
66 to help check for possible er­ 
ror. 
Ripley was bom of poor par­ 
ents. He was 12 when his father 
died. He helped 
support his 
mother, 
younger 
brother and 
sister by polishing gravestones 
after school and by pitching for 
the local baseball club. 
He sold his first cartoon to 
Life Magazine for $8 when he 
was 14, drew posters during the 
summer for the home team and 
finally landed a job on the San 
Francisco Bulletin at $8 a week, 
later increased to $10. But he 
was fired.when he asked for a 
$2.50 raise and went to work for 
the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
His next jump was to New 
York and fame.

New York beat the Los An­ 
geles Lakers in a seven game 
playoff final series that saw the 
Knicks rise to superior heights 
after center Willis Reed was in­ 
jured, and gain their first NBA 
title in 24 years. 
The NBA’s Silver Anniversary 
season of 1970-71 is keynoted by 
the expansion to 17 clubs with 
the addition of Buffalo, Cleve­ 
land and Portland. The new set 
up created four divisions, three 
of four clubs each and one con­ 
sisting of five team s. 
As expected, the expansion 
team s were not faring too well 
—especially 
Cleveland, 
after 
losing its first 15 gam es to tie a 
league record. Buffalo gained 
New York’s Donnie May and 
Bill Hoskett in the draft and ob­ 
tained Nate Bowman in a trade. 
The Braves are doing much 
better. 
Milwaukee becam e the most 
improved team in the NBA with 
the acquisition of Oscar Rob-| 
ertson from Cincinnati. The “ Big 
0 ” provides the Bucks with a| 
“ Mr. Outside” to share scor­ 
ing duties with Lew Alcindor, 
Milwaukee’s “ Mr. Inside.” 


The one-two punch 
pushed

straight 
victories and threatened New 
York’s record of 18 in a row. 
But the Knicks broke the string 
by beating the Bucks in back-to- 
back games. 
Merger proceedings with the 
rival American Basketball As­ 
sociation were instituted, but 
then broke off when the NBA 
became incensed over several 
“ jumpings” — primarily Joe 
Caldwell’s move from Atlanta 
to Carolina and Ray 
Scott’s 
switch from Buffalo to the Vir­ 
ginia Squires.

awaiting approval of Congress 
for the m erger. Prior to their

approval,

Million dollar contracts were 
secured by several college All 
Americas in a renewed money 
war between the two leagues.

Jumping 
Come Back 
For Brumel 


M O S C O W (UPI)—His legs 
are hardly more than a collec­ 
tion of scars, sore muscles and 
medical 
patchwork. 
He 
has 
been subjected scores of times 
to the surgeons knife. He limps, 
and often he hurts. 
But Russia’s Valery Brumel 
is one of the greatest jumpers 
who ever lived, 
and 
if 
his 
mangled legs can match his 
courage he may again stun the 
world with his mighty leaps. 
Brumel, now 28 years old, an­ 
nounced recently that he hopes 
to clear the bar at 6 feet, 10- 
1-2 
inches 
this 
winter, 
bringing him back up to big 
time jumping, a mere half a 
foot short of the world record 
he set in the Soviet Union in 
1963 —7 feet, 5-3-4 inches. That 
record has stood ever since, 
even though brumel could not 
defend it. (The Chinese news 
agency 
reported 
earlier 
this 
month that a Chinese jumper 
surpassed that mark, but the 
leap will not be recognized). 
| 
He has come back this far; 
despite difficulties that would 
have defeated a lesser spirit. 
His 
right 
leg 
was 
horribly 
crushed in 1965 when a taxicab 
slammed into a motorcycle he 
was riding in a Moscow street. 
At the time, his pretty black­ 
eyed 
wife, 
Galina, 
described 
the break to newsmen. 
“His right leg was held to­ 
gether only by skin and ten­ 
dons,” she said. “He was rath­ 
er cheerful, but he told me ’I’ll 
never jump again’”. 
At first his doctors agreed, 
but the best medical men in the 
Soviet Union set to work trying 
to mend the ruined leg. 
In a series of operations they 
set the bones, at one time hav­ 
ing to reset a bone that Brumel 
injured while trying to climb 
some stairs without crutches. 
Soon Brumel’s chief surgeon 
publicly predicted that he would 
jump again. The right leg, after 
all, was the least important of 
the two. Brumel’s “belly roll” 
jumping technique depended not 
on the right leg, but on the pow­ 
erful left one which supplied 
the piston-like jumping thrusts. 
Then disaster again. He hurt 
his 
all-important left leg 
in 
training. 
Brumel went back to the doc­ 
tors, who performed 29 oper­ 
ations on the leg, the most re­ 
cent one to replace a damaged 
ligament with a transplanted 
one. That was four months ago, 
and it apparently succeeded be­ 
cause Brumel has been training 
steadily and he felt sure enough 
to predict the 6 foot, 16-1-2 inch 
jump this winter. 
Brumel will stick with his 
traditional belly roll jumping 
technique, and he has little use 
for Dick Fosbury’s fast runup 
innovation 
that 
has 
beeni 
adopted by many young jaopers 
in the Soviet Union. 
A report by the Soviet News 
Agency, Tass, said Brumel pre­ 
dicted that the “ Fosbury flop” 
“will gradually pass and jum­ 
pers will return to a more ra­ 
tional belly roll style, the belly 
roll, with its powerful move­ 
ment by the jumping leg, ap 
pears more effective.” 
Perhaps, if the transplanted! 
ligaments hold, if the 
bones' 
keep strong, if age does not 
overtake him, ore of those fu­ 
ture 
records 
will 
belong

Valery Brumel.

Boom in 


Hong Kong

Crops 
State Farm 
Gain, 
But Not Pay 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia’s farm production, al­ 
ready at a record clip, went up 
during 1970, but the farmer 
didn’t have much to show for it, 
the State Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has reported. 
Jerry Fielder, director of the 
agency, said year-end figures 
compiled by the Crop of Lives­ 
tock Reporting Service showed 
total production was 41.1 mil­ 
lion tons, up three per cent 
from 1969. 
Total gross cash receipts for 
farm products were estimated 
at $4.63 billion — also up three 
per cent from a year ago. 
Despite 
the 
gains, 
Fielder 
said, “ rising production costs 
will largely offset the increase 
in gross farm income this year, 
and little or no im provem ents 
expected in netfarm income. 
“This factor, 
coupled 
with 
costs, and the large amounts of 
our speciality crops, continues 
to place many of our producers 
in a critical financial squeeze. 
The chief of the crop report­ 
ing service, W. Ward Mender 
son, said production hit records 
f o r 
sugar 
beets, 
almonds, 
plums, prunes, broiler chickens 
and dairy products. 
Production of walnuts equaled 
the record 1969 output, and the 
navel orange harvest was the 
largest since the 1944-45 season 
Wheat 
production 
was

sharply, with total output the 
largest in nearly 70 years. Hen

Japanese-American 
companies

Isuzu, a Japanese truck ma­ 
ker, delivered 2,300 trucks to 
China in 1969. At the spring 
trade fair the company con­ 
tracted to deliver 180 seven-ton 
dump trucks this year. The Chi­ 
nese quickly cancelled the con­ 
tract when the news came out

Tom W right had a chance to paint to his heart s content. 


The producer said, You have three months. Here are the stories. 


Read them and do something ,” W right explained. 


His task: to come up with 14 different paintings to illustrate the 


14 segm ents of Rod Serling's Night Gallery, third of the Four-in-One 


series colorcast on NBC, W ednesdays at 10 P .M . 


" It was an unusual assignm ent," said W right. " I'm asked to do 


a painting once in a while, but usually not this many. The hardest 


part was varying the styles of the paintings 
They are supposed to 


be part of a gallery and represent different artists. They range from 


representational to nonrepresentational art." 


Som e also reflect W rig h t’s personal stylistic preference. 


" I like the Im pressionists," said W right. "O ne of my favorite painters 


is Degas. I think along those lines. I did two paintings in that style, 


the ones for 'The House' and Certain Shadows on the W all' episodes. ’ 


Serling uses the paintings to introduce the various segments. Each 


colorcast features two or three stories 


"S o m e of the paintings came easy, some d id n 't," W righ t explained. 


" I'd read the story and start thinking and doodling. Som etim es I'd 


get the idea right off and do the sketches. Som etim es I'd even get 


two or three ideas. At other tim es I'd go on to som ething else and 


come back to the script two or three days later." 


Am ong the hardest were the paintings for

and "T h e Nature of the Enem y," because, according to W right,

had to do something without giving the story aw ay." 


Am ong the easier ones were "M a k e M e Laugh, 
involving a comic, 


and "T hey're Tearing Down Tim Riley s B ar," about a m an living in 


fear and frustration. For the latter, W right had three or four ideas. 


He said: 
"I picked the one I liked best, exercising my prerogative. 


I was given com plete freedom by the producer [Jack Laird]." 


W right had worked with Laird previously and the producer chose 


him for this series. 


" I had just finished a year's work as production illustrator for Robert 


W ise's movie. T h e Androm eda S train ,’ w hen the new assignment 


came through," W right said. " It was a nice change of pace." 


W right, a graduate of Chouinard Art Institute in Los Angeles, spent 


seven years as an advertising illustrator before turning to show 


business. 


W hen the paintings were finished, they were hung in a large stage 


made to resemble an art gallery. The paintings created the illusion 


of going into infinity. 


W hat will happen to the paintings now? "T hey'll go into storage 


in the prop shop for some future use," said W right. "M ay b e the 


producer or director or Rod Serling will ask to keep o ne."

Television is a professional home for her, 
and she is as natural in it as a fortune 
cookie in a Chinese restaurant. 
A two-time Emmy Award winner for her 
performance in The Dick Van Dyke Show, 
she is back as the star of The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show, seen Saturdays (9:30-10:00 
PM) in color on CBS. 
Miss M oore walked (perhaps “danced” is 
a better word) into television the day after 
her high school graduation to play a sing­ 
ing-dancing elf known as Happy Hot Point 
in a series of commercials. 
Having dream ed of a career in show busi­ 
ness since the age of five, she says of her 
childhood, “It was as normal as applie pie 
except that I was the only little girl on my 
block who never wanted to be a nurse or a 
teacher.” 
Following her commercial bow and sev­ 
eral small parts in television dram a series, 
she was signed to play the leggy, sultry- 
voiced telephone operator, “Sam ,” in the 
Richard Diamond series. She then appeared 
in more than 50 episodes of various series 
before being cast in The Dick Van Dyke 
Show. It was Danny Thom as who brought 
her to producer Carl Reiner’s attention for 


that one. Miss Moore had auditioned for 
Thomas the preceding year to play his 
daughter. Thom as had turned her down 
only because he thought that “with her 
beautiful nose, nobody would believe her 
as my daughter."

Production on The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show begins on M onday morning when the 
cast assembles with producers and director 
and read through the script. The ladies in 
the cast usually have a fresh-scrubbed-face 
look instead of the carefully-coiffed appear­ 
ance (complete with false eyelashes and ex­ 
pertly-applied makeup) they will assume for 
the Friday night filming. 
On Tuesday, W ednesday and Thursday, 
the cast walk through the “blocking” stage 
of the production, learning their lines and 
their “m arks” while the director and the 
cam era crews work out camera moves. 
On Friday the tem po quickens a bit as 
the cast and crew assemble for the final 
run-through. This is when they “get it all 
together” and there is a certain tension and 
excitem ent building up. When the run- 
through is over, the actors head for makeup 
and wardrobe and, if they’re lucky, they 
have time for a bowl of soup before film­ 
ing begins. By 7:30 that night the audience 
has been ushered into the studio and when 
Miss M oore comes on to welcome them to 
the show everything fits into place. 
The typical script for the show is fairly 
evenly-divided between office scenes and 
home scenes. As the associate producer of

Animal W orld, the award-winning 
half-hour wildlife series, with Bill Burrud, 
returns to CBS as an early Sunday eve­ 
ning series at 5:30P M each week 
Burrud, a noted conservationist, and pro­ 
ducer of the true-life adventure and travel 
films, is host-narrator of the series 


Field producer Lloyd Beebe has some 
definite ideas about filming animal adven­ 
ture programs in the wild, while following 
a pre-determined storyline. “Minado, the 
Wolverine,” one of nature’s most cunning 
and ferocious animals, is the focus of the 
Disney cameras on The Wonderful World 
of Disney, Sunday evening Dec. 27 at 7:30 : 


PM on NBC. 
“Minado” concerns the story of a wily 
orphan wolverine who is witness to the 
killing of his mother at the hands of a 
Canadian trapper. Determined to drive the 
hunter from the Far North territory, Mina­ 
do proceeds to avenge his mother’s death by 
stealing the woodsman’s valuable 
food 
cache, supplies and weapons. To get Minado 
to perform some of the difficult antics re­ 
quired in the script took a great deal of 
patience on the part of photographer Beebe 
and an acute understanding of his animal 
star. Beebe talked about his directorial tech­ 


niques with animals. 
“A project like this depends on the way 
you work with the animals. I like to call 
it honesty. We don’t train animals per se 
because their responses then lack sponta-

neity. They’re too inhibited. What we do is 
spend time with the animals and build up 
their trust and affection. In the end, they 
stay with us because they want to, not be­ 
cause they are captives. Thus their reactions 
to us and the story situations remain fresh, 
like a child’s reactions with parents or 


adults.” 
When an interesting film sequence re­ 
ceives inquiries like: “How did you get the 
animal to do that?” Beebe replies, “We 
never get the animal to do anything. He 
does it himself. We don’t directly coach 
him or train him. We merely observe his 
response to different stimuli and then set 
up a situation that will trigger the required 
action. The animal usually contributes a 
great deal to the story. We merely film it.” 


Working in this manner, Beebe has also 
spent hundreds of hours with animals on 
other Disney films including: “Those Callo­ 
ways," “Charlie, the Lonesome Cougar,” 
“Jungle Cat” and “King of the Grizzlies. 
Oftentimes this understanding of animals 
is passed on to biologists and naturalists as 
well as informing the public, which aids in 
the conservation of wildlife everywhere.

Five business leaders show how a willingness to work is the key 


By MARTIN ABRAMSON 


m America is still the land of 
opportunity. In these days of 
ever-increasing emphasis on 
the importance of a college 
degree, some men are con­ 
tinuing to prove that while a 
college education is fine if you 
can get it, an enthusiasm for 
hard work may be just as 
much the secret of success. 
Heading the roster of these 
modern Horatio Algers are 
men who have become mil­ 
lionaires at an early age with­ 
out benefit of sheepskin. 
They include: Herbert Edwards, who 
scored in land investment; Jeff Barry, 
who has done hs “own thing” in the 
field of popular music; Jerry Della Fe- 
mina, head of his own advertising agen­ 
cy; Thomas Ireland, whose forte is mort­ 
gage financing; and Alvin Weeks, whose 
success was whipped up in fudge and 
sweet rolls. Each one of these men found 
the road to success in a different way. 


E dw ards is a handsome, 39-year- 
old six-footer who is sometimes mis­ 
taken for a movie star and is head­ 
quartered, appropriately enough, in Los 
Angeles as president of an investment 
corporation. His firm manages $200 
million in holdings for clients, and places 
$20 million in investment capital each 
year. Edwards left the University of 
Wisconsin in his sophomore year, pri­ 
marily because he was impatient to 
apply the principles of economics in a 
practical way rather than listen to pro­ 
fessors lecture about them in class. In 
California, Edwards found that while 
a college degree is vitally important in 
the professions and certain industries, 
it is not always as important as other 
qualities. The "money qualities, 
Ed­ 
wards insists, are “ambition, a willing­ 
ness to work your head off, and a ca­ 
pacity for cooking up new ideas.” 
Edwards’ own million-dollar idea was 
the application of an old idea in a new 
guise. .For a long time,, small groups 
of wealthy men had used the technique 
of syndication to acquire large real- 
estate holdings. Edwards decided to 


pool the relatively small resources of 
a great many “average people” from all 
over the country to achieve the same 
result. He used this capital pool to make 
strategic acquisitions of thousands of 
acres of California land, which were 
subsequently sold at enormous profit. 
Would Edwards have done as well 
if he hadn’t been a dropout? He thinks 
not. “College graduates tend to accept 
offers from big corporations,” he says. 
“They get good starting salaries and are 
tempted by the promise of security and 
retirement benefits. But you can’t be­ 
come a millionaire working for some­ 
one else.” 


point, h e h e l d 22 jobs in a single year. 
“As a door-to-door salesman, I had to 
get my message across in 30 seconds 
because after that, the door would be 
shut in my face. What training that was 
for developing tv and radio spot com­ 
mercials where you have only a few 
seconds to sell your product! 
“Because our society has become so 
youth-oriented, men and women can hit 
the financial jackpot at a much younger 
age today than in the past,” he points 
out. “But they can’t do it by holding 
up diplomas or memorizing textbook 
rules—they’ve got to be innovative, and 
they’ve got to produce.” 


Jerry Della Femina, who is 33 and 
heads a $20 million ad agency, says he 
gained more useful knowledge from a 
variety of menial jobs than he did from 
courses he took in college. He dropped 
out of Brooklyn College because “95 
percent of the stuff that was taught was 
high-flown theory with no practical 
value.” In his advertising courses, he 
kept coming up with a profusion of off­ 
beat, even zany, ideas for advertising 
copy, slogans, and sales campaigns. But 
his instructors rejected them because 
“they didn’t follow the book.” 
So Della Femina went to work as 
soda jerk, messenger, clothing salesman, 
and vendor of vacuum cleaners. At one 


No business is as “youth-oriented” as 
the music business today, which helps 
to explain why Jeff Barry is a million­ 
aire, and then some, at age 30. Barry 
had always loved to write songs, but his 
parents felt that a career in music was 
too much of a high-risk venture and 
steered him into the study of engineer­ 
ing at New York University. He did 
well enough in his studies, but one day 
a perceptive teacher told him, “Music 
is your real interest in life, so why don’t 
you put all your energies and efforts 
into doing what you like best?” 
To the mortification of his parents, 
Barry promptly left school and took a 
$75-a-week job as a fledgling songwrit­ 


er. A few months later, he turned out 
his first hit and followed it with a rash 
of other hits including “Sugar, Sugar,” 
which topped the sales charts for weeks 
and grossed upwards of $5 million. 
Meanwhile, he made an on-the-job 
study of all phases of the music and 
record business and learned enough to 
set himself up as “Jeff Barry Enter­ 
prises.” Branching out into writing mu­ 
sic for tv and films, and stage and movie 
production, Barry’s diverse operations 
generate $15 to $20 million a year. 
The quality of impatience which is 
so characteristic of the new members 
of the millionaires’ club motivated Alvin 
Weeks to leave the Atlanta branch of 
the University of Georgia after his sec­ 
ond year. “I had promised myself as 
a kid to make a million before I was 
40, and I couldn’t wait any longer to 
get started,” he says. 


H e worked first as a candy salesman 
and put aside enough from his com­ 
missions to open a hole-in-the-wall bake 
shop. It featured a special divinity fudge 
which he used to make as a hobby in 
his mother-in-law’s kitchen. Weeks also 
experimented with the baking of a new 
kind of sweet roll—a roll almost as 
tasty as cake because it was packed with 
pecans, cinnamon, and the best grade 
of butter. The rolls caught on quickly 
because of the taste, because they were 
turned out in easy-to-heat foil pans, and 
because Weeks had given his firm a 
catchy and highly marketable name— 
“Aunt Fanny’s Baking Company.” 
When orders poured in, first from 
several Southern states and later from 
all parts of the country, Weeks devel­ 
oped efficient production methods to 
keep up with the demand, while pre­ 
serving the tasty quality of his rolls. He 
not only made good on his childhood 
promise to himself but was able to sell 
his company a few years ago for $10 
million. Now in his early 40’s, he is 
adding to the wealth he baked in pastry 
ovens via investments in office buildings, 
restaurant chains, and motels. 
For Thomas Ireland, a multimillion­ 
aire at 32, dropping out of college was 
a matter of happenstance, not design. 
Born in Florida and raised in New Jer­ 
sey, Ireland enrolled at the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and Science but 


suffered multiple injuries in a car ac­ 
cident during his first semester. His 
medical bills put him in such a financial 
hole he decided he’d better go to work 
instead of return to school. 
He went back to Florida to work in 
bowling alleys and sell bowling equip­ 
ment and was up to the $400-a-week 
class by the time he was 21. He then 
accepted a friend’s offer to work in a 
mortgage-placing firm. He decided he 
liked it and spent his nights poring over 
financial workbooks and taking courses 
in finance. 
Ireland saw that the mushrooming 
home developments in Florida and in 
new suburban areas would make the 
construction of new shopping centers 
profitable and decided to specialize in 
obtaining financing for these construc­ 
tions. He came up with an attractive 
presentation that convinced a major life 
insurance company to provide a $1.3 
million loan for building a new I.M. 
Fields store in the South. The consum­ 
mation of this deal put Ireland on the 
road to acceptance in the financial com­ 
munity as a highly competent “mort­ 
gage middle-man.” His firm now handles 
more than $200 million in financing 
a year, and he has a subsidiary, Trans­ 
continental Realty, which specializes in 
real-estate acquisitions and property 
management. 
“The time 1 picked up not finishing 
college was an undeniable advantage 
to me,” says Ireland, ‘‘and there are 
certainly many successful businessmen 
who have not had the benefit of a col­ 
lege education. But most of them would 
agree that they could have been even 
more successful with one. A college de­ 
gree is overrated only if it’s considered 
to be the sole ingredient necessary for 
success.” ♦

classic example of what hard 
work, perseverance, and faith in 
one’s own resources out do is the 
success story of multimillionaire 
J. C. Penney. The prince of Ameri­ 
can merchants, James Cash Penney, 
at 95, has one slogan to which he 
has always adhered: “Don’t depend 
on the word luck—unless there s 
a ‘p* in front.” 
In Penney*« day, coming out of the farmlands of Mis­ 
souri as he did, going on to college was most unusual. In 
fact, his father picked out retailing for the young man 


a n d got him his first job with a local merchant for $2.25 
a month. His first venture in the business world was to 
buy a butcher shop which he promptly lost because of 
unwise tactics. He learned a lot from that, however. With 
two partners he opened the Golden Rule Store in Kcm- 


J. C. Penney 


merer, Wyo., in 1902. He began expanding, and in 4913 
the J. C. Penney Stores Company was born. 
Penney retired as president and chief executive in 1917 
at the age of 42 to become chairman of the board, which 
position he held until 1958. He is still active. 
Today, in his Park Avenue apartment in New York 
City, wielding a silver-tipped cane which belonged to 
Benjamin Franklin, Penney says, “If you were to ask me 
what brought my success, I would say adhering to the 
Golden Rule. We’re going through a difficult period now, 
but if each person has the faith that I have, the oppor­ 
tunities are greater now than ever before—greater than 
when I was a young man.” 
Though Penney’s education ended with high school, he 
has received numerous honorary degrees and scores of 
awards from religious, industrial, and agricultural or­ 
ganizations, including the Horatio Alger Award in 1963 
from the American Schools and Colleges Association.

... And Sudden Danger! 


How to Handle All-Weather Driving Hazards 


By I AMES JOSEPH 


It is late afternoon and win- 
ter darkness is closing in fast, 
so you don’t see the patch of 
ice until you begin to skid.... 
You are purring along at high 
speed when, without warning, 
snow flurries and patchy fog 
blind you. . . . You are ap­ 
proaching a curve in the road 
when you are stabbed by 
headlights and you realize a 
wrong-way driver is coming 
at you. . . . You are driving 
through a stretch of moun­ 
tains when a boulder comes 
crashing down in front of 
you.. . . 
Can you handle the sudden dangers 
that drivers must cope with frequently? 
Thousands of accidents each year re­ 
sult from cars skidding crazily on the 
ice. Over a thousand wrong-way inci­ 
dents on California freeways alone have 
cost 126 lives. A rolling wave of mist 
triggered the New Jersey Turnpike’s 
worst chain pile-up, killing six people. 
More than 40,000 motorists collided 
with deer last year. Rock slides on thou­ 
sands of miles of rural roads have been 
causing accident after accident. 
Highway safety experts say the most 
important safeguard against accidents 
that result from sudden emergencies is 
to be prepared for them. Here are their 
suggestions: 
PILE-UPS: If you find that all cars 
ahead of you have suddenly stopped 
and you’re headed for a rear-end col­ 
lision, quickly steer into an outer lane, 


brake hard to slow your car, and pick 
the softest impact spot you can. As a 
desperation measure, you might glance 
off the crash-absorbing guard rail on 
the freeway rather than crash into a 
stopped car. 
FLASH FLOODS: Triggered by tor­ 
rential rains, floods represent another 
unexpected hazard. In this case, too, 
evasive action is best. In flat, open 
country, you should try to outrun the 
onruahing water. If you can’t, turn di­ 
rectly into it, and roll the windows up 
tight When your car goes straight 
into a flood, it offers the least resistance. 
But if you allow it to be hit broadside, 
it’s almost sure to be toppled and swept 
away. 
ICE: The problem of the ice skid 
should be met with a gentle turn of the 
wheel in the direction you are skidding. 
You can control your skid through the 
friction between rolling tires and the 
icy road. And the friction is built up 
by the gentle turn and by gently apply­ 
ing the brakes, on-again, off-again. Re­ 
sist the natural temptation to jam on 
the brakes because this will only accel­ 
erate the skid. 
WRONG-WAY DRIVER: “Your re­ 
action to the wrong-way driver should 
be to slip past him by swerving right 
even if it means going onto the shoul­ 
der of the road or switching lanes,” a 
California 
highway 
expert 
advises. 
Wrong-way drivers are invariably ‘‘right- 
minded”—they will instinctively veer to 
the right just before the impending 
crash. If you’ve gone to the right, too, 
you’ll be safe. Warning: don’t blow the 
horn or flash your lights at Mr. Wrong- 
Way. This may cause him to panic and 
do the unpredictable. 


HIGH WINDS: The sudden impact 
of harsh winter winds can be deadly if 
you’re towing a trailer or driving a 
camper truck. The wind will make a 
trailer feel light as it leans and lifts up 
from the pavement. A camper truck 
will unexpectedly try to jump lanes. To 
avoid disaster, slow to 30 miles an hour, 
or even 20. If your vehicle regains sta­ 
bility, make for the nearest telephone 
and phone the local sheriff’s office for a 
wind advisory. If you’re told that the 
roads haven’t been ordered closed yet 
for campers or trailers, you’ll know you 
can proceed, but at reduced speed. 
ROCKFALLS: If boulders come 
tumbling down the mountain, brake 
fast—but save your options till the last 
moment. If you’ve slowed enough, you 
may be able to veer around the biggest 
boulders. But if the boulders com­ 
pletely block the road ahead, steer for 
the embankment or sideswipe the rocks 
a glancing blow. Either alternative will 
probably minimize any resulting inju­ 
ries, and both are preferable to a direct 
impact 
ANIMALS: When a deer comes run­ 
ning out on the road at night, switch 
your lights to low beam or to parking 
lights, and try to slow or stop your car. 
Dimming the lights will prevent the 
deer from being blinded by glaring 
headlights and leaping onto your car in 
panic. Don’t yield to the impulse to 
make a turn because you may flip over. 
A Michigan highway expert says that 
“when we find a car overturned and its 
occupants dead, we assume the driver’s 
car turned over when he swerved sharp­ 
ly to avoid a deer.” 
DANGER FROM BEHIND: You 
have to stop for heavy cross-traffic and 


your rear-view mirror shows that a 
truck is bearing down fast and is going 
to rear-end you. What should you do? 
The best advice is to go limp, get low, 
and cover up. Release the brakes and 
keep your seat belt fastened. If you 
don’t have your belt on, throw yourself 
face-down on the floor. People in the 
back seat should do the same. The idea 
is to minimize injury by letting your 
car’s body, not yours, absorb the shock. 
Going limp may save you from a crip­ 
pling whiplash injury. Getting low puts 
more shock absorbers (the seatbacks, 
the trunk, and the upper car body) be­ 
tween you and the impact. Releasing 
the brakes allows your car to roll with 
the punch, thus reducing the shock. 
WORK ZONE: If you make a turn 
and come suddenly upon a work zone 
ahead, you should brake quickly with 
on-off jabs of the pedal. This will allow 
you to slow without skidding. Flick 
your car’s emergency flasher lights as 
a warning both to the work crew ahead 
and to cars that may be following. 
DUST: If you run into a sudden 
cloud of dust on the road, it may be a 
‘‘dust devil”—a miniature whirlwind. 
Your best bet is to slow down and turn 
on your headlights, even in daytime. 
The dust cloud may confuse drivers 
coming the other way, but if they can 
see your lights, they’ll know they should 
keep to their lane and away from you. 
The driver with fast reflexes has a 
better chance of surviving sudden dan­ 
gers because he can react more quick­ 
ly. But whether your reflexes are speedy 
or slow, your chance of coming through 
emergencies will be enhanced if you’ve 
mentally prepared in advance to cope 
with them. ♦

Insert meat thermometer in center of 
thickest part of lean; be sure tip does not rest 
on bone or in fat. Roast in a 325°F. oven to 
desired degree of doneness.

I saw her at her New England-type 
home in Beverly Hills the afternoon 
before they took of! for the Hawaiian 
Islands. Shiriey, wearing striped levis 
and a tan shirt, had taken time out 
not only from packing but from pre­ 
paring a birthday party for her oldest 
son, Shawn, now 12, 
“Jack and 1 have gone away together 
before—when we worked on a show 
or when one of us joined the other on 
location for a film, a play, or a night­ 
club act B u t this is the first time that 
we’re going on a real vacation.
